Others hold that there is but three Coverants; the firſt 
with eAdam, the ſecond with [ſract at their going out of «© opt, 
and a third with Jeſus Chriſt, the rwo firſt of Workes, and the laſt 
of Grace, and this M. Burroughes delivered in his Expolition Ser- 
mon in Cornhill in my hearing. 23, Others hold thar there is but 
two Covenants, the one of Works, and the other of Grace; yet 
the firſt they hold was made with 1/racl at AMount Sinai, and no Co- 
venant of workes before that, and now it is vaniſhed away, and 
the other a Covenant of grace yet not made till rhe death of Chritt 
the teſtator , and this is athrmed by James Pope, in a Book entitu- 
led, the anveiling of Antichriſt, 4. Othcrs hold that the Law at 
AMownt Sina was 2 Covenant of grace, implying that there is more 
ther one Covenant of grace, and this is zturmed by Mr. eAnthony 
Bergeſſe in his Vindication of the Mozall Law the 24, LeQture, texc 
the 4. of Deutcroanwomy.

Secondly, if Jefus Chriit was tet apart from ail-erernity for-this 3 
worke, then the Covenant of grace was madewith him-before the: 
world 
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world was, but ſaith Chr:ft, I was ſet np from everlaſting before the 
earth was, when there was no depths, before the Mountaines were 
8h when he prepared the heavens, when he cltablithed rhe 
Houds, when he gave the Sea his decree, then was I by him as one 
brought up with him, Pro. 8. 23. to the 30. now this cannot be 
meant of Chriſt as God, for then who ſhould fet him up or appoint 
him any work, then ic mult needs fo;ilow that it. was Jeſus Chriſt 
as Mediatour with whom the Covenant of grace was made, for 
him hath God the Father ſealed, John 6: 27. 

Thirdly, If it was appointed before the: worid.zvas, that Chriſt 
ſhould come and dic-for jinners, then'the Covenant of grace was 
made with him to fave a certain number irom all eternity, but faith 
Peter, when that Kings and Rulers were gathered together againſt 
the Lord and againit his Chriſt, it was to do what God had deter- 
mined before ty be done, Acts 4 26, 27, 28, and you are redeemed 
with the precious blood of. Chriſt as of a Lambe .withour ſpot *or 
blemiſh, who verily was forcordained bcforethe foundation of the 
world, 1 Per.

Ninthly, If God hath promiſed to Chriſt that he ſhall ſee his 
ſeed, and that the pleaſure of the Lord thall proſper in his hand,and 
if we be choſen in Chriſt, adopted and accepted in Chriſt and gathe- 
red together and blcfled in him and our names written in his books 


from thele Scriptures, Iſa 53. 1c. Ephe. 1. 3,4, 5, 6. 10. Revel. 13. 8. 
_ Ergo, then the covenant of grace was made with Jeſus Chriſt. 

The next thing is to ſhew how we come to be freed from the fil- 
thineſle and the guiltineſſe of our condition wherein we are borne 
and do lye under the covenant of works. I anſwer, the holinefſe of 
Jeſus Chriſt his perſon doth ſanRihe our unholinef{che is called the 
boly child feſus, Att 4. 30. that holy thing, Luke 1.35. he was the 
ſonne of God, and he was the ſonne of Man, yet not two ſons bur 
one {onne of God, or one Chrilt; and though he took our nature

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of life,then the covenant was made with Chriſt, but the firſt is true | 
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upon him yet not by generation from man, he was @nceived by 
the holy Ghoſt, Zake 1. 36. therefore not-concerv2d and borne m 
lin as we are, for their ſaker faith Chriſt I [anttifie my (elfe that they 
alſo might be ſanttified, John 17. 19. thus by his holir.efſe we become 
holy, as by eAdamr filthincfle we became hilthy. 

Secondly, For the merits of Chrifts obedience to the covenant 
of works he hath freed his people from the guilt of their difobedi- 
ence to that covenant of works he was made under the Law to redeem 
them that are wnder the Law, Gal. 4.4,5. now the obedience of Chriſt 
to the covenant of works was two-fold ; Firlt, his ative obcedi- 
ence to that covenant who did performe it without ary ſpot of lin, 
he ſaith of his obedience to his Father, I do alwaics thole things that 
pleaſe him, Fob 8. 29. he finiſhed the work that his Father gave him 
to do, fobn 17. 4. and ſaith his Father, rhi« 55 my beloved on in whom 
1 am well pleaſed, Mar. 3. 15. thus hath the perfect obedience of 
Jeſus Chriſt ſatisfied for all the diſobedience of his people to rke co- 
venant of works. Secondly, The other part of Chrilts obedience 
was paſlive, he ſuftered the penalty due unto us for our difobedi- 
ence tothat covenant, though he were a (on, yet learned he obedi- 
ence by the things which he tuffered, and being made perfeRhe be- 
came the author of ſalvation to all them that obey him, Heb. 5.8, 9. 
2. 10. it behoved Chriſt to ſuffer and to riſe from the dead the third 
day, Lake 24. 26. 46. Chriſt hath once ſuffered for (ins, the Juſt for 
the unjult, that he might bring us to God, 1 Per. 3. 18. he that knew 
noſin, neither was guile found in his mouth, who when he ſuffered 
he threatned not, but committed himſelfe to him that judgeth righ- 
teouſly, 1 Pet. 2. 25. he alone trod the winepreſfle of his Fathers 
wrath,and there was none with him, Iſa, 63.3. he cry'd out the pains 
&f hell gat hold of him, and he crycd out, Aly God, my God, why haſt. 
thou forſaken me,now the dignity of his perion being both God and 
Man in one Chriſt, his humanity ſuffering but a ſhort time made his 
obedience ſo meritorious,to free us from that puilt and penalty that 
1s due unto us for our breach of that covenant. 

In the next place I am to ſhew how we come to enter into this 
new coven ant with Jeſus Chriſt, Ianſwer, by faith alone, faith 1s 
that grace 0 n eur part by which we are grafted into the ſecond A- 
dam, Rom. F5.2.Gal. 3.26. 2.16. and fo come into this covenant as 
by nature we arcin the firſt Adam and ſo in his coyenant, ſo he that 
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beliteveth in Chriſt ſhall not periſh but haveeternall life; Fohn 3. t5 
I6...he that hath the ſon hath life, 1 fohn 5, 22. onely beleeve, Mark 5. 
36. bcing juttitied by faith we have Peace with God, Ron. Fr. tors 
by the offence of Alam, judgement came uporrall men .in-his nature 


tocondemnation,cven to by thejrighteouſnefle ofChrilt,the free gift 


came upon all that are in him by fanh anno 11/txfication of lite, Ro. 
F, 1%. NOW taith uniting us unto Chriſtas the head and members, r. 
(or.12, 12, makes all the active and pathve obedience -of Chrilt ts 
be ours by imputation, . and 1ikewlfe ll our linfulnefleand guiltit 
neſſe to be his, and he coming as a lurety rakes uporhim to pay

SrACc Out of his trealury of grace t0 janctvte us more and more, t1!l 
at laſt we have our twll mealure according to the pitt ot Chriſt, 

Thus I have ſhewed with whom the two covenants were made, 
tC COvenantot works with Adam,amcer man, but the covenant 
of grace with Jeius Chriit bothy God and man, and allo the time 
wheatheywere made, one Witis Adam as ſoon as created, but the 
other with Jeſus Chrilt from ail eterairy ; allo 1 have thewed how 
all men enter into thele two covenants, firft, alhmenenter into -zf- 
dams covenant by nature, but the EleRt only enter into Chriſts c9- 
venant by grace ; allo 1 have ſhewed how that Adam by his breach 
of covenant dectil'd all his poiterity, and alfo brought guilt upon 
them for it, bur Jelis Chrilt Tanities by the holineſle of his nature 
all in his covenant,and-acquits them and juſtihes them from all their 
omit by his ative and pathtve ybedience, fulfilling the covenant of 
works pertectly ; now if all the whole race of mankind be contai- 
ncd in one of theic two covenants, then it mult nceds follow that 
God never made any other but theſe two touching the cternall <> 
ſtate of mankind : but I have proved that all men by nature enter 
into eAdtams covenant, fave Jcſus Chriit rhat d1d not come into the 
world by the ordinary courle of.nature, and ſo they all continue till 
Telus Chrilt free them from that covenant of works, and fo ftate 
them in the corcnant of grace ; therclore God never made any 0- 
ther covcnant touching rhe cternall eſtate of mankind but theſe 
two. 

Now ſome will object and fay God made a covenant with A4- 


bravam, Gen, 17, and another with 1/ract at their return out of e/£- 
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opt, Per Il. 3,4. Dent. 4.12. and a third or new coyenant at the 


death of Chriſt the tcſtator , Heb. $. 8. 1c. and fome deny the co- 


venant of works with Adam in the time of his creation and the co- 
venant of grace with Jetus C hrilt made from all crternity, afarming, 
there was no covenant made with man before 7/acls return from 
oEg7pt, and this they call the covenant of works, and no covenant 
of grace made before the death of Chriſt, and this They call the cove- 
nant of grace ; now when I have anſwered theſe ovzections, I hope 
I ſhall give ſome ſatisfaction to thoſe that are troubled with 10 ma- 
ny {everall opinions touching the covenant of grace and the cove- 
nant of works made with the two eAdams, repretenting all man- 
kind, 

For anſwer to the hrſt objection, 1f God made x covenant with 
Abrahams, and that alſo a covenant of grace, then it will follow that 
God made two covenatits of grace;and-then we mult have two re- 
deemers, and it one of them was made to» Abrahary, this is to make 
him who faith he ts but duſt and aſhes, Ger. 1#. to be one of thol« 
redeemers or faviours who was but a poor creature himielf,but they 
wiltfxy,ro Abraham and Chriſt were the promiſes made, Gal. 3. 16. 
I anſ\wer, aS One king makes a league or covenant with another 
by an Embaſladour, 10 A&raham repreſented Chriſt, for the promite 
ot cternall life was made before the world began, Tir 12. there- 
tore before Abrabam had his being, or it may be aniwered thus 
eAbraham received the ſign or token of this covenant,Gez-17. 10,11, 
when as the covenant it ſeIfe was made with Chriſt from all etcrni- 
ty,and thole elect that fall in every age of the world tmce Adams tall 
God hath beeninChrilt,not in Abraham,reconciling them to himiclf, 
2 Cor. 5.19, 20. andit Abraham ſhould ſtand for all the let to 
receive a covenant for them, rhen he ſhould ſtand for them with an 
Imape alfo without {1n, to anſwer for their loſt Image by Aaam;but 
this he could not do becauſe he was dehled with (in as othermen , 
then the covenant cf grace was not made with him but with Chritt, 
who took upon him our nature and our infirmities and yer without 
(in, Heb. 4. 15. fo then Abraham received circumcition the token of 
the covenant, but himſelfe was ſaved by his faith in Chriſt, for ſaith 
Chrilt, e Abraham (aw my day and was gl. td, fohn 2.56, 1t was Chriſt 
that was given for 4 Covenant, he # the redeciner of Tſract th at hotly 
one, 1/a, 49. 7, 8. it was Chrilts righteoutneſle that was imputed un-

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to him and received by faith when he received the ſign of circumci- 
ſion, Roms. 4. 11. and Abraham did but receive a further confirmati- 
on of the covenant of grace made with Chriſt before the world was 
by the ſign of circumcition when God took in that Nation ynto the 
vitible Church, .ſo much for anſwer to this objection. 

Objett. 2. Some objet and ſay the Law at Momnt S$1inas was a C0- 
venant of grace, and others ſay it was a covenant of works, but I 
ſhall prove that it was neither, but only given to thoſe that were in 
covenant as arule of obedience, ſo runs the preface, 7 ans the Lord 
thy God,that is by the covenant of grace made with Jeſus Chriſt and 
confirmed to eAbranam, therefore thow ſhalt have none other Gogs 
bat me, and in all thoſe places where doing is required it is firlt ſaid, 
T am the Lord your God, therefore ye ſhall keep my Statutes and judge- 
ments, which if a man do, he hall live in them, Dem. 18. 2.4.5. 
Exod. 2.1. and ſaith the Lord God 3» the day that I choſe Iſrael and 
made my ſel fe known to thens in the land of «Egypt, laying, 1 am the 
Lord your God, then'it followes, I gave them my Statutes and ſhewed 
them my 7udgements, which ifa man do he ſhall even live m them , 
E = 20. 5, 11, Thus they were 1n covenant before the rule of o0- 
bedience was given, for the Law is not of faith, but the man that 
doth them ſhall live in them, Gad. 3. 12: that is, ke that obeyeth that 
rule being in the new covenant by faith in Chriſt ſhall live, yet not 
for his doing but for his believing, Rev. 5.1, 2. Gal. 3.26. it was g1- 
ven asa glaſle to ſce their lin, Fames 1. 23, 24, 25. by the Law is the 
knowledge of lin,ſee Rom. 3. 20 .7.7.1t was given them as a ſchoole- 
maſter to drive them to Chriſt, Gat. 3. 24. as the purſuer of blood 
drove the murtherer to the City of refuge, Zo/bna 20. 3. then the 
Law at $inai cannot be a covenant of grace. 2, If it was a Cove 


nant of grace with every particular perſon in 1/rae/, this were to. 


make them all to be their own faviours and redeemers ; but this can= 
not be, for with many of them God was difpleaſed, and their car- 
kaſes fell in the wildernefle, 3. The faithfull amongſt them were 
ſaved by their faich in Chriſt *crucihed, which the braſen Serpent 
[tgnified,and they did eat the ſame ſpirituall meat with us,and drink 
of the ſame ſpiritual! drink, for they drank of the rock which was 
Chriſt, and thoſe that were prophane are fa1d to tempt Chrilt, 1. 
(or. 10.4.9, 4. It is plainly farid that they were in covenant with 
God before the Law at Sinas was given, for God is {atd while they 
wWcic 
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wore in «Egypt to remember his covenant and to have reſpetunts 
them, "3 os 23, 24, 25. and the Lord calls himfelfe the God of 
the Hebrewer, and the God of 1/-ael,and bids them ſay to Pharoah, 
let my people go that they may ſerve me, and ſacrifice to the Lord their 
God, and [ will be to you a Goa), and ye ſhall be to me a people, which is 
the very tenour of the covenant of grace, fee Exod. 3.6, 7, 8, 9.and 
5. 3. and 6,7. but Mr. Anthony Bergeſſe ( whom 1n reſpet; oft his 

reat worth I much reverence, although in this particular poine L 
Jiffent from him till I beconvinced with more cvidence of truth ) 
ſaith the Law at Sinas is x covenant of grace, becauſe it bcares the 
name of covenant, Dent. 4.13. Tanſwer, it bearecs that name from 
the old tenure when it was-given to Adam tor a covenant of works; 
but it will not follow that it 1s ſtill a covenant no more then the 
calling Rahab a harlot will conclude her [til] to be a harTor, after her 
faith is ſo highly commended, Heb. 11. but he faith it hath the pro- 
perties of a covenant, there be the partics God and Man, and it is 
written with penaltics and promiſes. | 

I anſwer, It was a covenant to Adam, theretore thoſe things re- 
mained to ſhew them their miſery by his fall, and thoſe that were 
not brought oft by Chriſt were {till under that covenant and as yet 
never freed from it, then it had been a vain thing to give them that 
old bond as a covenant unto which they were {t4l-bound and con- 
demned for ever, then I ſay it was given them for thoſe forenamed 
ends, and not as a covenant. 

Bur he faith it was a covenant of grace becauſe God did not deale 
with them as abſolutely conſidered, but as their God, for to them 
belong the covenants, the giving of the Law and the promiſes, 
Rom, 9. 4. 

I anſwer, God was in covenart with them before the Law at 
Mount Sinai was givin, theretore the Law at Sinas did not bind 
chem as a covenant to ovey it, or elſe lye under the penalty of it, 
and from this very text the giving of the Law is diſtinguiſhed from 
the promiſes, the fr although given as a rule,yert bearing the name 
of covenant; and the latter they had many promiſes of Chriſt which 
is the Goſpell, declaring the covenant of grace ; the Goſpell was 
preached to them, Gal. 3. 8. Heb. 4. 2 1 Pet, 4. 6 ohm 8. 56. then 
all this will not prove the Morall Law to be a coyenant of grace.

covenant made with Chrilt,and not from that made with Adamnor 
from the copy of it given as a rule to 1/rael at Mount Sinai, grace 
and truth came by 7/149 Chriſt, 7 hn I. IG, 

His 2. Argument, if we conliderthe duties commanded, jn the 
Laiy fo generally taken, it muſt nceds be a covenant. of grace, for 
what 1s the meaning of the firſt Commandement, but to have one 
God in Chrilt to be our God by faith, Ianſwer, it 1s. true to thoſe 
that arc in the covenant of grace before, but the copy of Adams co- 
venant cannot reconcile them to God in Chrilt, that muſt be dore 
by the covenant of grace, and being in that covenant of grace alrea- 
dy, the Law at Sina; may command us to walk accordingly, but 
laith he, ſhall we think thit any can do the Law withcut any ſpor 
of (in, or without the grace 01 God to pardon them ? IT anſwerno, 
for the Law was not given them and us for that cnd, for it was ihe 
ven in the hand of a mediatour, and now God accepts of the will 
for the deed, and rhe preface hath relation to The covenant of grace 
20ing before ; thereforc although the Law be a perfe copy of the 
covenant of works, yet being given to another end it cannot diſa- 
null the covenant of grace that was confirmed before of God in 
Chriſt, nor make the promiſes of it of none e&ftet, Gal.

His fourth Argument trom the Ceremon:all Law all Divines fay 
it was reduced to the Morall Law, fo that ſacrifices were comman- 
ded by vertue of the {ſecond Commandement,and ſacrifices were E- 
vangellicall and held forth remilſion of (ins through the blood of 
Chriſt, 1 anſwer, thoſe that were in the covenant of grace before, 
and did by faith fee Chrilt in thoſe (acrifices,Igrant thac Law at S$inas 
did command them to walk accordingly as being made ſubſcrvient 
to the covenant of grace, and lo the' poſitive Lawes of the Land 
arc uſefull and fubtervicnt to the covenant of grace, ſo that he who 
ſhall preſume cither againſt mans Law or Gods Law, asnow it 1s 
made ulcfull to n3,doth exceedingly aggravate his 1ngro treaſure up 
wrath to himſclfe againlt the day of wrzth, although neither the 
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Law of God nor man is the covenant of grace. 

His fifrh Argument he faith will appear from the vittble ſeale to 
ratifie this covenant which you have heard was by facrifices and 
ſprinkling the people, which did (1gnifie Chrilt as mediatour to this 
covenant. I anſwer, the covenant of works to Adam needed no ta»

firmed before to «Abraham, ſo then the law at $1maz was a rule of 
life,but the goſpell is the chiefe inſtrumental! cauſe of life;and there= 
fore he that ſins againſt the goſpel! ſhall have the great puniſhment, 
yet all this will not make the law at$7nai to be a covenant of grace.

his cavilling, the firſt covenant was not made at their departure ont 
of e/£gyp:, and it he ſpeak of the eeremoniall law, 1t 1s as old as Abel 
and Came, | 
Bur he faith ſome will objze that this covenant of works is the ſame 
that God made with Adam,but he faith our ſtate is different from this, 
butT ſay no,for while Adam itood we ſtood, when he fell we fell with 
him ; then he faich this covenant was to take ſome of the loſt ſeed of 
eAadam near to himiclf, and the reſt were ſtrangers to the- covenant of 
Promiſe, Ephe. 1.12. 1 anſwer, it is true of the covenant of grace, and 
this manifeſtation of it was a means to bring them into-that covenant. 
Bur he faith fome.will ſay, was it not made with- eAbrabam, Gen.17. 
ke anſwers, he had the promiles of both covenants, and rhe types of 
both, Gal. 4. and vertually ne had both ; bur I ſay. if he mean the mo- 
rall Lzw as 4 rule then if was not a covenant, or if he mean the cove- 


nant of works wherein he was born, all the promiſes are loſt by Adams. 


fall, and only curſes and threatnings remain in it, fo then ke that hath 
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z night'to the covenant of grace muſt be freed from the covenint of 
works or elſe he cannot have it ; no man can be under both the cove-

23. but the mediator 
of the new covenant between God and man is Chriſt Jeſus, Hev. 8. 6. 
T anſwer, if he ſpeak of the morall law it was not given to them nor us 
as a covenant, but as a rule of life, and ſo they did reverence it at the 
hand of Aoſer,repreſenting Chriſt the only mediator, for when Chritt 
came, he took the Law in his firſt Sermon and gave it with his own 
hand, ſaying ; you have beard thus, but I ſay thus ; yet not as a covenant 
but as a rule of life, and ifhe mean the ceremoniall Law, Moſes did not 
at all mediate for it, we have but one mediator the man Chriſt Jeſus, x 
Tim.

His ſeventh difference is in writing the law of the covenants, the firlt 
was Written in tables of ſtone,Ex. 32.15,16.but the law of the new co- 
venant 1n the heart, Heb.2.10. 1 (or.11.25. Tanſwer, as before the law 
that was written 1n tablcs of {tone was the morall law, and was not gt- 
ven as 2 covenant bur as a rule of life to 17aet,and both the morall law 
and theGoſpell are written with paper and ink in the bible,and ke that 
hath the law of God in his heart none of his. ſkepsthall ſide, P/al. 37- 
3r. when men by nature do the things of the law, they ſhew ſome re- 
mainders of it in their hearts as a covenant of works, Roms. 2. 15. but 
when 1t 15 written in the heart not asa covenant bur asa rule of life, 
this is ſanRifcation. - 

His eighth difterence is in regard of the obſcurity of the one,and the 
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plainneſſe of the other : Tanſwer, it is true, the morall law was given 
with blackneffe and darknefle, Heb. 12. 18. Exod20.21. when as the ce- 
remoniall law in compariſon of it,was as it were the body of heaven in 
his clearneſle, £xod. 24. 10. and now by preaching the Goſpelt we doe 
not only ſee a clearneſle of the heavens but heaven opened, and Chriſt 
at the right hand of God, As 7. 56. they had but dark types and ſha- 
dowes of Chriſt, and now he hath manifeſted himſeif unto us, John 14. 
22. in this we do not differ, only he holds them to be two covenants, 
when as it is but a more dark anda more'clear manifeſtation of the 
ſ3me covenant of grace . 

His ninth difference is about the worſhip that did appertain to theſe 
covenants, that which did belong to the firſt covenant did conſiſt of 
types and thadowes of good things to come, Heb. 10, 1. but the wor- 
ſhip'of the new covenant declares them to be already come, to this let 
my laſt anſwer ſuffice. 

His tenth difference is that the firſt covenant is done away, that the 
ſecond might be eſtabliſhed, 2 Cor. 3. 11. Heb.$.13, 10. g. this I grant, if 
he mean the dark ceremoniall law in types and ſhadowes of Chritt, this 
15'done away that the clear manifeſtation of Chriſt might remaine by 
preaching the Goſpell, but if he mean that che moral! law that was g- 
ven with blackneſſe atid darknefle as he faith, Heb, 12. 18. this Ideny, 
for it is a rule of Saints and Angels eternally, P/ad. 1 09. $0. 103, 30;f0 
much in anſwer to his differences now let us ſce what ufes he makes of 
theſe differences.

concern them and not to other nations til! they have it all in writing, 
as If act had, which may anſwer that text, P/al.147.19.25, butthenhe 

es that all fin is done away by Chriſt, and yer by and by he faith all 

efactifices were not ſufficient to do it, they mult. look beyond all 
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thoſe things to Chriſt, and yet in his ſixt difference. he ſaid the blood of 


calves and goates was theblood of the covenant; then he. ſaith ſome

31 theflek. I anſwer, he that denyes the doAtine of Chrilts Apoſtles, 
denyes Chriſt, but he denyes the Jofrine of Paxl, who ſaith if but one 
of the-parents be a belcever, the children are holy, 1 (or. 7. 14. then in 
all wife mens jndgment? ames Pope denyesChrilt to be come inthe fleſh; 
£0 this he faith we are to mind the fcope of the place, which was to an- 
wer a doubr, to wit ; whether a beleeying husband might dwell with 
an utbelieving wife, his anſwer is they may, for cle the children were 
unclean as under the firft covenant, but fce how this man contradits 
himſelf,now he ſaith the Heathens were under the firſt coyvenant,which * 
he denyed before from that rext Pſal.147.19,20.then he ſeems to grant 
it a thing out of queftion, that if believers children dwell with their pa- 
rents, then they are holy ;- but if the. Anabapritts grant this, why-will 
they not baptize thoſe that dwell with their believing parents, but.the 
truth is this, when the husband was CONFertcn Lgape hriſtian faith and 
not the wife, or the wife and not the husbaftd, and. ſe baptizedyit ſeems 
this was their great queſtion,ſhall my children be baptized 2. the anſwer

© the {everall Congregations 1n 1/rael before. Chrilt be called Congrega- 


tions,but being put together it is called a Congregation, for both theſe 
Pſal. 74. 2.4. and fo in the new teſtament. Churches make a Church, 
Rev. 2. 1.7, then if he oppole, 4nationall Church is rather Antichri- 
{tian then they which plead for it again{t factions. 

The uſe of this 3. difference, if the conditions of the firſt covenant was 
ado this and live, then this thewes us the reafon whyGod dealt fo ſharp- 
ly with them in outward things when they {1nned againtt him, becauſe 
it was according to the conditons of his covenant with them. I anſwer,

fin hinders duty, I grant it, but the gut 15 taken away, thongh not the 
being of ſin, and as grace growesſin dyes, and he that is mortally dead 
is freed from fin, Rom. 6. 7. 1 Pet. 4. 1+ 

The uſe of his ſeventh difference, if the law of the firſt covenant was 
written in tables -of ſtone, and law of the new covenant 1n theſtteſhly 
table of the heart, then we are to rekon a Nation not to be in cove- 
nant with God, and nations afſuming to themtelves title and practice 
of Churches is Antichriſtian, but this 1 have anſwered to his uſe of the 
ſecond difterence. | 

But then he ſaith ſome will Gay that the inviſibleChurch doth conſiſt of 
Saints, but the viſible Church now hath ſome as bad as among thefewes, 
he anſwers, then they will leaven them if they be not calt out, 1 (or. 
5. 1. 6, 7.1. Revel. 2. 20, when they are known, this I grant, and I hope 
there will be a courſe taken with ſuch cre long if chat will pleaſe him, 
but 1 doubt it will not, for he faith thoſe Nations that call themſelves 
Gods Churches are the waters that carry the whore, Rev. 17. 15. but 
this ſeems to be {trange doArine, when Chriſt ſent his Apoſtles to dif- 
ciple and baptize all Nations, tf but-onz of thoſe Nations ſhould come 
1n, upon thcir teaching, then it would be the waters that carry the 
whore, thus while he cryes whore, himſelfe is. defil'd with B abilons 
whoredomes, and joynes with them in oppoſing Chriſt. 

The uſc of his 8.diffe rence,it the-new covenant be ſo plain,and full of 
light,then let the people of it laborto walk as children of the light,and 
ſhew forth the praiſes of him that hath called us out of darknefle into 
his marvellous light,t Ter.2.9. Ianſwer,as before it was the morall hav 
that was given with terror and thick darknefle, Exod. 2c. 18, 21. but 
not as 4 covenant bur as a rule of lifeto thoſe in covenant, and when 
the ccremoniall Law was written they faw in compariſon of the rimes 
deforegas it were the body of heaven in its clearnefſe, Ex04.24.4. 10,t1. 
although thoſe types and ſhadowes were dark*, compared with our 
clear manifeſtotion ; then he faith rhe note that the Scripture gives to 
know if they de in the light is this, if they love the brethren, meaning 
Anabapriſts, 1 oh# 1. 7.and thoſe that deſire to have them impriſoned , 
baniſhed, or hanged, is from the dark ſpirit of Antichriſt, who fay, let 
us fill all prefles and make all pulpits ring, and pofleſſe the Parliament, 
City and Kingdome againit the ſets,&c. and when Presbvterian Mini- 
ſters cry continually to God, and the Magiitrate, for fir. from heaven 
we may ſately congluge that this is from the dark ſpirit of Antichriſt, 
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for God under the old Teſtament appointed, that for many offences 
men ſhould be put to dearh, as 9b. 15. 26. but_now to cut off by 
excommunication except for hereit. and that urder two or three 
witneſlcs, bur I ſay again that thoſe under the old Tetament were in 
the ſame covenant of grace as we, though nut under the ſame diſco- 
very of it, and the new Teſtament is bur the old fulfilled, and the old 
Teſtament is but the new inthe promiſe,and they and we have all one 
heart & one way to fear the Lord for ever,7er.32.39.but ther: tie faith 
that the Preſbyrerians will tay they have more thea two or three wit - 
neſſes to prove their hereſie, but he faith thir +nnot be, unlefle tney 
be infallible, for their own intereit dlinds their eyes, and the whole 
bulineſle is in their own hands that are parcies, witneſlcs, and judges, 
then 1t 15 not likely they ſhould acknowledge that to be truth whictr 
theirſuppoſed adverſaries hold,vut will condemne it for Hereſy.l anſ, 
if their interelt be 1o,as that their ſalvation or damnation lves upon it, 
then it behoves them to give right judgment, which if it did not ſo 
concern them, it were more to be feared that they. would not judge 
rightly of truth and Herelie, but then he falls into a boalting what 
the Secaries-have done,and railing againtt our Miniſters for their fol- 
lowing the Parliament with dedicatory Epiſttes, Sermons; and-Pett- 
tions for power to luppretic them, which is not worth the anſ{iwe- 
ring, 

The uſe of his ninth difference, if the worthip of the firſt covenant 
held out Chriſt to come, and the new coycnant declarcs Chriſt to be 
already come,then it teaches us that to hold our any part of that wor- 
(hip now is to deny Chritt to be come 1n the flcth, and ſo is Autichri- 
ſian ; now here he ſhould reli us what be thote types ind thadowes 
of Chrilt to come that {ti\l we ovierve, and it ſeems they are theſe 
from his words following, their worſhip was tycd to 0nz nationand 
to one place, P/al. 147. 19,20. Dert. 16. 5,0. but how dare this man 
attirmethat we hold that God ought to be worthipped no where bur 
in England, nor but in one place in &zg/ard, when as we hold that 
God is worthipped as well in other Nations as in this, and in many 
hundred places im this Kingdome, as 1n Zandon; thin he ſaith their 
worſhip was carnall, from that text Heb. vg, 1. where 1t 1s tatd that 
they werc ordinances of divine ſervice, torthey were all in{tirured by 
God himiclf, and al] was done as the Lord commanded Aoſes, Exod. 
40. yer if he ſpeak of thoſe ordinances as they were ulicd by thole 
that had not faith, I grant they were carnall ro them, and fo are our 
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Sactanents to thoſe that have no faith in the thing ſignified by them, ® 
and to ſav ours are to be performed ſpiritualiy, ſo was theirs to them 
that ſaw the blood of Chritt, which is the blood of the everlaſting 
| coverant, Heb. fc. 29.13. 20. the thing fignited by the blood of | 
1 beaſts, Ex oa. 24.-S. ; | 
Wh Burt then he ſaith,the people of God queltion how a whole natton 
| may be compeld ro publike worthip now, which was cone 1h 1ſraet, 
becauſe they were Gods people in covenant. I anſwer, thisneed not 
to be the queſtion of Gods people who are in covenant, tor by his 
o\wn confetlion their calc is the ſame as it was with 1/rac,then it Ana- 
b aprifts be ſuch,this need not to oftend them, but-prophane perlons, 
they indeed may queſtion what right they have, and fear to come to00 
without 4 wedding garment, but he faith this will not make them hy» 


POcrites, but I ſay it is not the command of God nor man that makes 

hem hypocrites, but it 15 from their own wicked hearts, that will 
not obey thoſe commands, bur he is afraid to come to our aſlemblics 
Jeit he thould deny Chrilt to be come in the fleth, which they do that 
ooey the Magittrates command in coming to the publike worthip of 
Chriſt, now S$hi/0e1s Come the Mag!i{trates have no relation to the 
Church, thetr power 1s only 1n things appertaining to.this lite,and 4n 
thoſe things faith he We are to obey for conſcience fake, when as it 15 
required of Kings and all in authority, that thoſe under them may lead 
»ot only a quict and peaceable, vat a godly life, 1 Tim. 2, 2. but this hath ; 
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been tuthcientlyanſivered by many, 

Bur he faith that if we object that then every man may-do what is 
right in his own eyes, his anſwer is only this, if -Magiltratesbe com- 
mauded to rule the nations, and Chriſt to order the afttaires of his 
Kingdome, then the objection 15 reſolved, but this he cannot prove, 
that Chrilt is contin'd only to rule his Church, for when God raiſed hits 
From the dead he ſet him at his own right hand far above all principalitits 
14 powers, might and dominion, and every name that is named both mn 
Fb4u world and inthe world to come, and put all t!1ngs under hu feet, and 
gauehbim to be the head over all things to his Church, Ephe, 1. 20: 21, 22, 
neither are Magiitrates contined ſo to rule the State, as to have no 
relation to the Church, but to be as a guard to it,-and to puniſh the 
difturbers of it, Rows. 13. 

The ute of his lalt ditterence, if the Lord have taken away the firſt 
that he might c{tabliſh che ſecond, Heb. 10.9.then this ſhould teach us 
TO-take heed that wedo not go about to eltabliſh againe that which 
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God hath taken away, asall thoſe do which go about to bring into the 
worihip of God the rights of the firit covenant, this is indeed to give 
the ſpirit ofGod the lye,for in cffeR;,they ſay the firſt covenant is beſt, 
when as the ſpirit of God ſaith the ſecond | 1s belt, being ettablithed up- 
on better promiles. I an{wer, Chriſt and all his be nefits were then Pro- 
miſed, and is any thing better then Chriſt and his benefits, Gal. 3. $. 16. 
{0 then the things promiſed were not better, but the maniteltation or 
diſcovery now 1s better; the promiſes of grace were ſeal'd to them by 
the blood of beaſts, the type of Chriſts blood, and to us the promiſes 
of grace are ſeal'd by his own blood, but Chriſt and his benetits were 
the ſame both to them and us. 

Then he is periwaded that cach godly heart longs for the utter ruine 
of Antichrilt, which will be comple ated 10 ſoon as this 1s generally 
ſeen, that the up10141ing of the firſt covenant is the upholding of Ant'- 
chriſt, for the Apo file admires that in as much as Chriſt was crucifyed, 
and ſo clearly held forth among them, which did pur an end to all che 
rights of that covenant, thar they kould be 10 bewirched as to bring 
them in again ; but here | { would know of him who it is that ſeeks to 
bring in circamciſton orany of their ceremonies which he ſeems to 
charge upon us without proot,becaule the Galathians were bewitcheT 
with thole beggeriyciements-which we hzyc not the lealt thadow ofz 
then he ſaith circumcilion was the ftgne of that covenant thar-didfo 
deceive them, for 1t ye be ye ding f -d Chrift thall proht-you nothing, 

e are debrers to the whole law, Gal. 5. 2, 3. 1 anſwer with M. Perkins 
on theſe words, that circamc!ion mutt be conſidered according to the 
circumſtance of time three waics; before Chrilt it was a Sacrament anEt 
ſeale of the righteouſneſle of Chriſt apprehended by fa th, Row 4.1. at- 
tcr the death - Chriit it was a dead ceremony, yet ſome uled it as & 
thing indifferent till the deſtruction of the Temple, bur afterwards it 
was a deadly ceremony, and ceaſed to be a thing indifterent, fo then, 
although it would be to us a renouncing of Chrilt, yet to the ewes it 
WAS 4 SACrament ordeal of the righteoutneſie of C heiſt to ther faith as 
our Sacraments do to us ; thus the Zewes that believed were under the 
£ovenant of grace as w ell as we , although not under the ſame manifes 
ſtation of it, they had the glad eydings of Cl xriſt in the promiſe, and 
w- inthe performance, their promil. $ are ceaſed 1n 01 Av rhormances, 
and their types and thadowes ceafed when Chrift the ſuvſtance came, 
their Ceremonies were goipell to them to ſhew them c k rit, bur thelc 
ceremonies are now wora ont and are but beggerly Elements to us, 
they ſavy as it were the body of heaven,in its clearneſle, by thoſeſpeta- 
cICs, 
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cles, biit we cannot ſce at all with them . thus their Goſpell is ceaſed 
tous, but our preaching and declaring Chriit to be already come, is 
that everiaſting Goſpel preached by men and Angels in the midlt of 
heaven for ever, ſaying, fear God and prve glory to him, and worſhip him 
mat made the Heaven and Eartl, and Sea, and Fountain of waters, Rev. 
14. 15,10. and welhall theniing theſong of Aoſes as well as the fong 
of the L1mbe, Rev, 15. 2, that is,we ſhall be as cheerfull in our duty ta 
the morall law being a rule of rightcouſneſle, as to extoll and praiſe 
the Lord for his mercics, ſo then although the ceremoniall law be cea- 
ied, yet the morall law abideth eternally, P/al. 103. 20. 119, 89. Not as 
4 covenant of grace, nor as a covenant of works, but as a rule of righ- 
tcouſnefle, for CAZſes wrote ail the words of the Lord touching the 
coremoniall law, Ex. 24. 3, 4. and after that the Lord caltled Moſes up 
into the Mount, and there he gave him the tables of ftone, and a law 
and Commandements which himſelf had written, ver. T2. to this end, 
ro be a ruſe of 1 1ohtcoutncile, that thon mailt teach them rheir duty at- 
tcr they had teen the God of I/-acl reconciled to them, ve. L011, now 
the righteous being in the covenant of grace, ſhall enjoy the good 
things of it,and that eternally,when as the wicked being {till under the 
covenant of works, thall ſuffer the miſcry and lye under the penalty of 
it Cternally. 
But tone wiltſry the yoke of Chriſt is caſte; and his burden-45 light, - 
Mat 2311 when as thelaw was a yoake which neither our tathers nor 
We arc able to beare, Acts 15.109, therefore they were not in the cove- 
nant of grace, nor under the yoake of Chriſt, I anſwer, it was the ſame 
covenant of grace with ours, although not the ſame way adminiltred 
unto them, circumciſion was a ſeale of the righteouſneſle of faith to 
them, Rom. 4. 11, yeta very heavy burden to fleth and blood, Exod. 4. 
25. and baprtiime an calie ſervice is come in the place of it, and ſo be 
their Paſleover was very chargeable to (acritice ſo many of cheir catte}; © 
this we are calcd ot,and now the Lords Table requires &o little of our 
cſtate, fo alſo they had long and tireſome Journics to'come to the 
Patlcover at Jeruſalem, P/al. $4. 6, 7. when as now God accepts of our 
Paſſeover or Sacrament neare our own homes; ſo then Jewes and 
Chriſtians have the ſame covenant, only their burden of adminiſtrati- 
on is taken off and made caſic, for which we are exceedingly bound 
to Prailc the Lord and that for ever.
